In finding Green guilty the 
jury rejected the former Ohio 
State University professor’s con­ 
tention that he never actually 
had burned a valid draft card. 
Green, central figure in cam­ 
pus antidraft, 
antiwar activi­ 
ties. appeared unmoved as the 
verdict was read. Several min­ 
iskirted coeds who had sat out 


he had not decided whether to 
appeal. 
Judge Joseph P. Kinneary re­ 
leased Green on his own rec­ 
ognizance. No date was set for 
sentencing. 
The 27-year-old Green could 
receive a maximum of 10 years 
in prison and be fined up to 
$20,000 
Green was accused of burn­ 
ing his draft card before his 
OSU history class on April 5, 
1968, the day after Dr. Martin 
Luther King Jr. was assassin­ 
ated in Memphis, Tenn.

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The Green Township Reservoir 


It may be 10 y ears before the proposed Green 
Township Reserv oir is created northeast of 
Salem, bu t despite a few “ ifs” , the Ohio De­ 
partm ent of Highway s is considering the lake 
as an ev entu ality in its engineering plans for 
relocated U.S. 62 and State Rou te 14. 
That was the reason for the recent meeting

in You ngstown, attended by officials of both 
Mahoning and Colu mbiana cou nties and the 
Highway D epartm ent’s Div ision 4 office at 
Rav enna. The path the new limited access 
highway wou ld take eastward from its plan­ 
ned relocation north of Salem (possibly in 1971) 
had to be determined so that engineers cou ld 
decide how the Green Township v alley (or 
lake) cou ld best be crossed. The resu lt was 
that cou nty and state officials agreed on the 
original plan of relocation bu t to inclu de a 
bridge and cau seway , not heretofore decided. 
There is considerable m erit to the Green 
Township reserv oir, althou gh it is still a fancy 
to many minds. No actu al plans are drawn 
bu t a nu mber of Mahoning au thorities 
are 
u rging its constru ction as a needed w ater su p­ 
ply sou rce. If a spillway and dam were bu ilt 
near Millv ille at 1,050 feet abov e sea lev el, as 
planned, it wou ld impou nd nearly six b'llion 
gallons of water. The resu ltant lake wou ld be 
abou t half the size of M eander Reserv oir near 
Au stintown. 
To bu ild the reserv oir wi'l requ ire the com­ 
plete cooperation of Colu mbiana Cou ntv offi­ 
cials and some attem pt probably wou ld be 
m ade to get federal monies to help share the 
estim ated $5 million constru ction cost. One 
thing is certain: The reserv oir wou ld prov ide 
Salem with a w ater su pply and u nmatched 
recreation facility that cou ld enhance ou r com- 
m u nitv ’s prospects for greater indu stry . 
Fu rther discu ssions are ex pected to allav 
fears of some Colu mbiana 
Cou ntv 
officials 
that the reserv oir wou ld ev entu ally dry u p 
Little Beav er Creek. Actu ally , Little Beav er 
originates in Bu tler Township of Colu mbiana 
Cou nty , Tows north into Mahoning Cou nty , 
arou nd throu gh Green Twp. and sou th into Co­ 
lu mbiana again and on to the Ohio Riv » r. 
Salem civ ic leaders can be ex pected to keep 
close tab on the reserv oir plans. 


Shopping Around for Welfare? 


The Su preme Cou rt decision striking down 
state residency requ irem ents for welfare recipi­ 
ents cou ld cau se a big headache for some 
states. 
The Ohio Welfare Departm ent has annou nced 
it isn’t ex pecting an im mediate ju m p in relief 
cases. 
Nev ertheless, a “shopplng-arou nd" 
t r e n d 
cou ld take place with welfare families m igrat­ 
ing to northern indu strial states from sou thern 
states that pay a lower welfare rates. 
The mass migration from sou thern 
ru ral 
areas to metropolitan areas in the north is a

recognized factor in the creation of slu ms. 
Residency requ irements hav e acted as a de­ 
terrent to migration that was not motiv ated by 
a desire to seek better opportu nities. 


With the requ irem ents inv alidated, it is any ­ 
body ’s gu ess to what ex tent indiv idu al states 
will be affected. 


When states are finding their rev enu e won’t 
stretch to cov er general ex penditu res and wel­ 
fare costs are rising each y ear, any additional 
welfare cost will certainly be felt. 
We find ou rselv es in agreem ent with Chief 
Ju stice W arren, who cast a dissenting v ote and 
said he believ es Congress has the power to im ­ 
pose minim al nationwide residency requ ire­ 
ments or to au thorize the states to do so. 


Ex ploration of the deep has adv anced another 
step with the conclu sion of Project Tektite 
which saw fou r aqu anau ts set a record for u n­ 
derw ater liv ing. 
The qu artet of aqu anau ts spent 60 eay s in 
their combination liv ing qu arters and labora­ 
tory located 42 feet u nder the Caribbean off St. 
John Island. 
The project was designed to see if a grou p of 
men cou ld liv e and perform meaningfu l work in 
isolation beneath the sea, 
The men prov ed it can be done. 
The accomplishment is not as spectacu lar as 
a space triu m ph, bu t it is signficant as man 
tries to tap the riches of the ocean.

Plastic Church 


Modern science has giv en American mission­ 
aries in foreign lands a nov el prop with which 
to carry on their work. 
The dev elopment of the plastics indu stry has 
made possible the creation of an inflatable plas­ 
tic fabric chu rch that can seat 3.500 persons. 
Su ch a hou se of worship cu rrently is being u sed 
by the Assemblies of God missionaries in Cen­ 
tral America. 
Constru cted prim arily of ny lon-reinforced v i­ 
ny l, the sem i-circu lar “ air cathedral” is 200 
feet long, 60 feet wide and 30 feet high. The ef­ 
fect of stained-glass windows is created by 


The magazine, Chemical Week, has reported 
a chemical breakthrou gh which conceiv ably 
cou ld hav e far-reaching effects. 
The report indicates a hormone treatm ent de­ 
v eloped by the Ru bber Research Institu te is 
capable of increasing the y ield of ru bber tires 
as mu ch as 300 per cent and withou t dam aginb 
the trees. 
If the techniqu e prov es effectiv e ov er a peri­ 
od of tim e and if it can be adapted to other 
ty pes of plant life, conceiv ably mankind cou ld 
benefit from a greatly increased food su pply . 
Im agine fru it crops and v egetable crops su ch 
as potatoes and tomatoes being increased 300 
per cent. And if the hormone treatm ent cou ld 
be effectiv ely u sed on rice plants, what an im ­ 
pact it wou ld hav e on the nations where rice is 
the basic food for many millions. 
Su ch a dev elopment wou ld drastically affect 
the economies of nations and international poli­ 
tics as well. Bu t it cou ld resu lt in the redu ction 
of hu nger and its accompany ing m isery in 
many parts of the earth. 
While research goes on there is hope for the 
hu ngry of the world.

WASHINGTON — Deep inside labor, a hand­ 
fu l of awesomely well-informed men are say ing 
that the U.S. will be mov ing ou t of Sou th Viet­ 
nam ’s waterlogged trenches "by m idsu m m er." 
The war "will bottom ou t” 
then, they hav e been told. 
TTiis is reported as flatly as 
they pu t it, since "th ey " are 
the sam e sou rces which told 
this colu mnist — well in ad­ 
v ance (almost a y ear) — that 
Ly ndon Johnson planned to 
s u p p o r t Saigon with ov er 
500,000 troops. Grim history 
has corroborated the accu ra­ 
cy of 1 a b o r ’s intelligence 
sou rces. 
It has been said that these sou rces are in la­ 
bor’s own alleged "state departm ent,” or its 
own so-called foreign serv ice, or its own long 
channels

THERE IS EVIDENCE that President Nix on 
and labor prex y George Meany are eager to de­ 
v elop an intim ate relationship between the new 
administration and the old mov ement — per­ 
haps as close as it was between the im m ediate 
past president and organized labor. The m a­ 
chine-gu n swiftness of news ex plosions du ring 
the past eight y ears has blu rred the m em ory of 
the early antagonism between Ly ndon Johnson 
and labor. So awkward was the early "political 
rom ance," it took a pu blic dinner and open con­ 
fessions of mu tu al affection to m ake peace 
am id av owed pledges to "bu ry the hatchet.” 
Today Mr. Nix on’s low-v oiced aporoach has 
m ade the honey moon with labor easier than the 
first day s with Mr. Johnson. 
President Nix on, hav ing sent his first team to 
the A F L -C I O ’s think-in at White Su lphu r 
Springs, W. Va., now has inv ited labor’s first 
team , the fu ll squ ad, to the White Hou se for a 
long priv ate discu ssion. 


They will be led to the White Hou se early on 
May 5 for their first en masse dialogu e with 
R ichard Nix on (schedu led on the President’s 
personal calendar for 10:15 a.m .). 


This will be six months, almost to the v ery 
hou r, since this v ery sam e team threw ev ery ­ 
thing it had into a tru ly last-minu te driv e to de­ 
feat Dick Nix on. Bu t the name-calling is forgot­ 
ten now. Each side wants to liv e with each oth­ 
e r as warmly , as pleasantly and as long as pos­ 
sible. And as pu blicly as feasible.

Nix on with demands for a new m erchant m a­ 
rine. 
There are men whose Indu stries are being hit 
hard by imports — and they will u rge Mr. Nix ­ 
on to u se his presidential power to choke these 
off in steel, shoes, tex tiles and manu factu red 
goods flowing in from across the world in gen­ 
eral and from Mex ico in particu lar. 


THERE ARE THOSE who will ju m p him 
with demands for a $2-an-hou r minimu m wage. 
And all of them will demand more spending, 
not less, to implement the program s of the Ken­ 
nedy and Johnson administrations. 
They will u rge him to spend and spend — and 
if he won’t adv ocate this, at least wou ld he 
please not oppose the liberal-labor controlled 
Congress when it sends u p the bills. 
They will argu e for the end of tight money . 
They will say there is "no mechanical trade-olf 
between inflation and u nemploy ment.” Their 
position is that this is "economically false and 
loaded with social dy nam ite.” 
There are those, inclu ding George Meany , 
who believ e that the State D epartm ent is too 
dov ish, mu ch too eager for an entente with the 
Sov iet Union and North Vietnam. They may say 
so. 
Bu t it will all be soft-v oiced. Both sides want 
this honey moon to last as long — and as pleas­ 
antly — as possible. They m u st liv e together for 
fou r y ears, perhaps eight y ears, and in the liv es 
of the elders of labor, this is a lifetime. 


And in the cou rse of liv ing together, both 
sides are getting to know a great deal abou t 
each other. Thu s, what is being said deep inside 
labor’s high command is of deep significance to 
the people.

"A fter all, they hav e as mu ch stake in the 
u niv ersity as any one else and if they don’t 
like a philosophy bu ilding, we shou ld at 
least listen to their argu m ents.” 


"I nev er thou ght of it that way ,” I adm it­ 
ted. "Professor, I know y ou can’t see v ery 
well withou t y ou r glasses bu t I believ e the 
m ilitant stu dents ov er at the gu adrangle are 
bu ilding a scaffold. They wou ldn’t hang any ­ 
one, wou ld they ?” 
“ THEY HAVEN’T BEFORE,” the profes­ 
sor said. "B u t it’s qu ite possible fhat this is 
their way of seeking a confrontation with the 
establishm ent.” 
As we were talking, a grou p of stu dents 
ru shed u p and grabbed the professor. "We 
got one here,” the ringleader shou ted. "Get 
the rope.” 
"D on’t worry , Professor,” 
I shou ted as I 
was pu shed away by the mob, "1 11 get the 
police.” 
"I wish y ou wou ldn’t,” he said calmly , as 
the stu dents led him toward the scaffold. "If 
we don’t let the stu dents try new methods of 
activ ism, they ’ll nev er know for themslev es 
which ones work and which ones are cou nt­ 
erprodu ctiv e.” 


Flag Burning 
Go- Ahead? 


WASHINGTON — The Su preme Cou rt did not 
help the cau se of law and order in America by 
rev ersing this week two decisions of the lower 
cou rts which had conv icted one man of threat­ 
ening, in 1966, to kill LBJ and another of bu rn­ 
ing the American flag, both of which are v iola­ 
tions of law. In each instance, "freedom of 
speech” was giv en a mu ch wider latitu de thin 
ev er before. 
In the flag-bu rning case, fiv e ju stices v oted to 
rev erse the conv iction and fou r dissented. 
The defendant had been conv icted of v iolating 
a law of New York State which makes it an of­ 
fense to "m u tilate, deface, defile or defy , tram ­ 
ple u pon or cast contempt u pon, either by 
words or act,” the American flag. 
ALL OF THE STATES of the u nion and the 
D istrict of Colu mbia hav e su ch laws. Bu t the 
high cou rt declared the flag-bu rning was ju st 
an ex pression of protest. 
Testimony was giv en that the defendant ha 1 
cried ou t, "We don’t need no damn Tag.” a’ d 
that, when asked whether he had bu rned ’h 
flag, he had said, "Y es; that is my flag; I 
bu rned it.” 
Yet the majority of the cou rt conclu ded tha 
this "amou nted only to somewhat ex cited pu blic 
adv ocacy of the idea that the United Stages 
shou ld abandon, at least tem porarily , one of i*s 
national sy mbols.” 
The whole debate centered on whether the 
m an was conv icted solely for the bu rning of the 
flag or for the words he u sed when he de­ 
nou nced the flag. 
Ju stice H arlan’s majority opinion argu ed that 
the words themselv es were permissible and 
that it was not clear from the lower cou rt’s de­ 
cisions whether the indiv idu al was being pu n­ 
ished for desecrating the flag or for his u tter­ 
ances. Bu t the ju stice added: 
"We are still bou nd to rev erse if the conv ic­ 
tion cou ld hav e been based u pon both his words 
and his act.” 


Chief Ju stice Warren declared, howev er, that 
the cou rt had refu sed to meet the basic qu es­ 
tion and had instead searched "microscopically 
for the opportu nity to decide the case " He said 
a reading of the trial record conv inced him that 
the man was conv icted solely on ev idence of 
bu rning the flag. 
The chief ju stice ex pressed his belief that 
"the states and the federal gov ernment do hav e 
the power to protect the flag from acts or dese­ 
cration and disgrace.” 
It is significant that the fou r members of the 
cou rt who dissented were Chief Ju stice Warren, 
Ju stice Black, Ju stice White and Ju stice For- 
tas. 
Ju stice White, in his dissenting opinion, as­ 
serted that it was “sheer fancy to conclu de that 
the trial cou rt conv icted him for speech alone 
and acqu itted him of flag-bu rning.” He com­ 
mented: 
"The cou rt has spu n an intricate, technical 
web bu t I fear it has ensnared itself in its own 
rem orseless logic and arriv ed at a resu lt hav ­ 
ing no su pport in the facts of the case or the 
gov erning law.” 
Cases of this kind u nqu estionably are noted 
by lawy ers throu ghou t the cou ntry and some of 
them are activ e in adv ising campu s rioters and 
v ariou s organizations which are stirring u p u n­ 
rest in America. 
If the Su preme Cou rt of the United States 
say s that a conv iction ev en for desecration of 
the flag may not be su stained if the act of bu rn­ 
ing is tied in with speech related to a protest of 
some kind, this line of argu m ent u ndou btedly 
will be u tilized by other offenders who are en­ 
gaged in riots and distu rbances. 
The Su preme Cou rt also bru shed aside in an­ 
other case, by m eans of a technicality , the con­ 
v iction of a man who, du ring a rally at the 
Washington Monu ment grou nds in Au gu st 1966, 
m ade a threat against the life of President 
Johnson. 
THIS WILL HAVE a profou nd effect on the 
v ariou s d e m o n s t r a t o r s and organizers of 
m arches which distu rb domestic peace. They 
are constantly emphasizing an intention to cre­ 
ate v iolence. 
Mob psy chology is responsible for mu ch of 
the disorder in American cities. Persons wno 
wish to instigate trou ble manage by shou ting 
epithets and throwing rocks and bottles to stir 
u p animosities, particu larly on racial problems. 
If the laws of the land which forbid incite­ 
m ent to v iolence are being ignored by ru lings 
which insist that all this is a part of a sy mbolic 
protest on pu blic qu estions, the u nrest in Amer­ 
ica is likely to be intensified rather than dimin­ 
ished.

Before the average individual 
can accept this fact, he must 
learn to recognize the feeling 
experienced (1) when a muscle 
is contracting and (2) when t 
is being held in a state of con­ 
traction. 
TO THIS END, try resting 
your arm on a table and bend­ 
ing your hand at the wrist with­ 
out moving any other muscles. 
Concentrate on 
the sensation 
produced. Then let the hand 
rest on the table again 
and 
compare the sensation of com­ 
plete relaxation. Do this for all, 
the muscle groups of yojjr arms* 


legs, abdomen, neck and back. 
Learning to relax these mus­ 
cles completely will help you 
to fall asleep at night. If you 
feel a muscle becoming tense 
and are unable to relax it com­ 
pletely, try making it as tense 
as possible for a few seconds, 
then relax it. 


THE RELAXATION of these 
large muscle groups is impor­ 
tant but even more important 
is learning to relax the muscles 
of the forehead, eyes, ears, 
mouth, diaphragm and voice. 
The best position for learning 
progressive relaxation is flat on 
your back, your legs straight 
and not touching each other and 
your arms at your side but not 
touching your flank.

Japanese 
cherry 
blossoms 
will perfume the Barberton air 
May 1 - 4 during that Summit 
County 
community’s 
annual 
Cherry 
Blossom 
Festival. 
A 
cherry queen, parade, and wa­ 
ter sports will salute the ad­ 
vent of spring. 
Ohio cherry culture 
began 
with J. P. Kirtland in the 1820’s, 
The Ohio Historical Society re­ 
ports. His nurseries at Poland, 
Boardman, and Cleveland were 
the first in the state to produce 
cherry trees commercially. 
After Kirtland obtained sci­ 
ons from the best varieties of 
New Jersey cherries, he began 
the hybridization of a number 
I of strains which he sold exten­ 
sively in the old Western Re­ 
serve, particularly in Columbi­ 
ana and Stark counties. 
Early in the 1840’s, Kirtland 
announced in farm journals that 
at his Cleveland farm. “Fruit 
Ridge,” he had successfully de­ 
veloped seven new cherry va­ 
rieties: 
Rockport, 
Cleveland, 
Ohio Beauty, The Doctor, Kirt­ 
land^ Mary, Elliott’s Favorite, 
and Late Bigarreau — all suit­ 
ed to Ohio soils and weather.

Curfew Imposed 


After Lebanon Riots 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) - 
Beirut and five other major Le­ 
banese towns are under curfew 
today, and a state of emergency 
is in force throughout Lebanon 
following a day of riots in which 
at least ll people were killed 
and 62 were wounded. 
The nation’s 15,006-man army 
patrolled the streets, guarded 
key installations and kept thou­ 
sands of Palestinian refugees in 
their camps. 
The strict security measures 
were taken to prevent funerals 
for victims of Wednesday’s vio­ 
lence from turning into bloody 
antigovernment demonstrations. 
Thousands of Palestinian refu­ 
gees i the southern city of Si­ 
don threatened to defy the cur­ 
few to attend the burials. 
Premier Rashid Karami con­ 
sidered resigning but was per- 
jsuaded by Cabinet colleagues to 
remain 
in office, government 
sources reported. He made a 
dramatic midnight appeal for 
national unity and pledged the 
government would take all nec­ 
essary measures to maintain 
law and order.

In Reno, North Swanson, own 
er of the Reno Turf Club, said 
the annual federal wagering tax 
stamp along with the IO per cent 
wagering tax was conceived ori­ 
ginally as a punitive measure 
rather than a revenue producer 
“ It’s obvious that we, the le­ 
gal gamblers in Nevada, will 
have to get together and take 
this to the Supreme Court to get 
Nevada exempted,” he said. 
“The whole purpose of the tax 
is to fight illegal crime—which 
we are not.” 
A Washington area man who 
runs an illegal bookmaking op­ 
eration asked how bookies like 
himself could be induced to pay 
$1,000 when few of them pay the 
$50 fee. 
“Hell, I’d pay $5,000 for a 
stamp if they’d let me alone.” 
he said. ‘But when the stamps 
first went into effect I can re­ 
member four guys who went 
ahead and bought them and 
within a year they’d all been ar­ 
rested.” 
Treasury Department figures 
. show sale of stamps in 1968 pro­ 
duced $416,000. The IO per cent 
tax levied against gambling op­ 
erations produced another $4.5 
million—most of it, presumably, 
from legal operations in Neva­ 
da.
